The answer to this 
question may spell the difference 
between 2 dull, complicated medi- 
cal.trial or history’s most sensa- 
tlona!l “mercy death” trial, Anti- 
clpation of tho latter has drawn 
more than 160 newsmen from all 
over the world. . 

The defence counsel have re- 
fused even to hint what Dr. San- 
der's defence will.be, but it. Is 
widely bolleved that it will prob 
ably be that cancer: and not an 
alr "bubble killed Mrs, Abbie Bor- 
roto, This theory is based largely 
on the fact that the me autopry per- 
formed on her body more’ than 45 
days after death was at the re- 
quest of the defence. If the de- 
fence sticks to .this, the. trial may 
resolve into a Jengthy one 
confilcting expert, evidence, . 

However, should Dr. Sander 
testify on his own behalf and make 
the same admissions’ hd. allegedly 
‘made at the’ time'of-his arrest, ‘the’ 
mercy issue would be placed 
rquarely before the jury. The
